REPOSSESSION 
NOT LARCENY 


‘Jury Holds St Summary 
Car Seizure Without 
Replevin Lawful 


St. Petersburg, Fla., Dec. 23. 
—A quasi-official ruling to the ef- 
fect that summary repossession 
by finance companies for failure 
to make payments due is not lar- 
ceny is seen in the failure of the 
grand jury to return an indict- 
ment in a recent case here, ac- 
cording to the St. Petersburg 
Times. 

The action involved T. W. Mc- 
Carty, of this city, who was bound 
over for repossessing a car without 
regular replevin action. The car 
had been purchased by B. W. Allen 
and was taken by McCarty when 
the purchaser lagged in payments 
which he had promised to make at 
stated intervals. 

Considerable discussion regard- 
ing the culpability of the reposses- 
sor in such instances followed sev- 
eral similar cases in which defend- 
ants were held for the grand jury 
on charges of grand tarceny. 

Magistrate L. G. Ramsey held in 
several instances that the seller or 
finance company had legal recourse 
through replevin action and had 
no right to take the law into their 
own hands in the matter. 

Various attorneys and represen- 
tatives of automobile associations 
of St. Petersburg. expressed differ- 
ent opinions on the situation and 
a ruling in the matter was to have 
been sought from the state attor- 
mney general. 

It is believed that the jury will 
take similar action in severai like 
cases still pending.
